2001 Leadership Forum 

This year Smithfield High School teamed up with the 
Ignite Leadership Academy to train and guide ourschool’s 
student leaders to gain the skills needed to set achievable 
goals, facilitate meetings and communicate more effec¬ 
tively with their peers, coaches, staff, and family.
